and was cast in Sovillo, Spain, in 17$3, of 
tho toughest and "best ringing metal," 
composr-dl of a largo proportion of copper, 
which made it valuable, costing over £[00. 
It was captured by Napoleon In one of bis 
celebrated battles in the Peninsular cam- 
paign, and retaken by tho English from Iho 
French in tho Imltlo of \Yalorlooo, and sub- 
sequently found ila way to Now York, and 
was purchased by Air. Tisdale for tho abovo 
ganarous purpose. This gun was also pre- 
sented condition oily—that it should be 
mounted and preserved in good order for 
being heard on all memorial and patriotic 
occasions; but if the company receiving tho 
bequest should bo disbanded, it waa lobo 
transferred to tho town of Taunton for Iho 
purposes named, or revert to tho heirs of 
tho donor.

Briitow bas a record lhal will compare f»- 
Yorat'ly with that of any other man whose 
namt !s mentioned in connection wilh the 
Presidency. As a liepiiblicnn in general 
and as a Union man «nd an nbolilionisl in

Morion may have made more noise, but no 
man lias douo more for Iho' colored people 
thou Mr. Bristow ivho in 1871 advocated 
giving tho blacks precisely the same educa- 
tional opportunities th.it tlio whites had.
